The Senate of Tennessee, by a vote of 14 to 11, 
refused to repeal the “Telegraph law,” that passed 
the Legislature of that State some weeks since.

of this State, shall be satisfied that such system 
does not conflict with any private right secured as 
aforesaid; and that the applicants are the lawful own- 
ers thereof, then they shall give said applicants a 
license to have and enjoy the right of way as afore- 
said, but not otherwise. Provided, that, before 
granting such license’, the board shall give notice of 
the application to any parties with whose rights it 
may be supposed to conflict and allow them a reason- 
able time to be heard.”

Ab in even- battle there is a critical moment, 
when the slightest want of concert involves disaster 
luid ruin, so in political contests where much is at 
stake, and the result is doubtful, a single faux pas
